The Marquis of Anglesey is the head of 
the famous Paget family and is a cousin 
of Almeric Hugh Paget, son-in-law of Wil- 
Mam C. Whitney of New York, and of Sid- 
mey and Arthur Paget. He is only 2% years 
oid and succeeded to his title on the death 
of his father, two years ago. 

He is a thoroughly effeminate-looking 
young felllow and may be seen at present 
fim Paris walking around with a toy terrier 
under his arm, the pet being heavily scent- 
ed and bedizened with bangles and bows. 
The fingers of the marquis fairly blaze with 
rings. He presents the characteristics of 
the gypsy type.

At the Age of 84 Years He Declares 
He Will Return at Once to His 
Criminal Habits. 


Herman Winters, allas “Dutch Charlie,” 
8 years old, the oldest prisoner ever con- 
fined in the St. Louis County jail, prefers 
penitentiary life to any other life he ever 
lived. On the other hand, he would rather 
live anywhere else than in jail, for jail life 
he detests. 

“Dutch Charlie,”’ as he is always called, 
Was released at Clayton yesterday, after 
having served a 9-months’ sentence for ob- 
taining money under false pretenses.

Clared insane, Mrs. Theresa Kortright, 
widow of the late Gouverneur Kortright, 
abandoned yesterday the suit she had insti- 
tuted to contest the validity of the last 
will of her husband, executed June 7, 1898. 
Two years. before that, in the summer of 
196, Mr. Kortright was prostrated by sun- 
stroke and a\.mental malady developed 
from which he never recovered. He died 
last April in Sanford Hall, a sanitarium 
for the insane at Fiushing, L. I. 

Out of consideration\for the future hap- 
piness of 9-year-old Alic® Gouverneur Kort- 
right, her stepdaughter, she determined to 
relinquish all claim upon the large estate 
left by her hushand. The value of this es- 
tate has been estimated all the. way from 
$150,000 to $1,500,000. The lawyers\say the 
former figure is nearer the actual amount. 

Before Surrogate Thumas, De Lancey 
Nica! appeared for the widow and John 
M. Bowers, of Bowers & Sand, for Miss 
Ada Phipps, named as guardian for little 
Alice in the disputed will. The surrogate 
announced that he would admit the will 
to probate without further delay. . 

r. and Mrs. Kortright were married in 
1884. Both had been married before. Mrs. 
ertrien, was the widow of Alfred E. 
Youngs, from whom she inherited $1,500,00vu. 
She is a handsome woman, well connected, 
and has always been identified with the 
smart world. 

Mr. Kortright’s first wife died in 1891, soon 
after the birth of the baby Alice. Mr. Kort- 
right came of old Dutch stock and his fam- 
ily has been conspicuous in the affairs of 
Manhattan Island for 230 years. 

Immediately after the marriage in 1894, on 
May 22 of that year, Mr. Kortright made a 
will, leaving all of his estate to Mrs. Kort- 
right and appointing her guardian of the 
child by his first wife. About the same time 
Mrs. ortright executed a will in which 
she bequeathed all of her estate, which was 
much larger than his, to her husband. 

It was mutually understood at that time 

that the surviving one should care for both 
estates and eventually bequeath the joint 
fortune to little Alice, whom the pespmcener 
loved as devotedly as if she were her own 
child. 
After Mr. Kortright’s attack of sunstroke 
the husband and wife had to separate for a

BURIED CITIES OF ARIZONA 


SCIENTISTS WILL ASK AID OF 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


Evidences of a Past Civilization Are 
Being Rudely Torn Up by Specu- 
lator-Tourist and Inappre- 
ciative Farmer. 


PHENITX, Ariz., Nov. 10.—Unless Congress 
soon throws some protection over the ruins 
of the buried cities of southern Arizona, as 
it has twice been petitioned to do, the relics 
of a wonderful prehistoric race—possibly the 
most ancient in America—will be destroyed 
and carried away. Several years ago the 
ruins of a famous temple of a mysterious 
prehistoric race at Casa Grande were saved 
from demolition by the creation of a na- 
tional reservation where the adobe structure 
stands. Now it is proposed to protect the 
ruined and buried cities of the Gila valley 
in the same way, and to keep the army of 
tourists, relic hunters and amateur arch- 
ecologists and cthnologists from tearing the 
relics to pieces. digging into sepulchers, and 
from carting away prehistoric weapons, 
utensils, basketry, jewelry, skeletons and 

ttery that never should be touched unless 

competent scientists. 
hile Italy has been protecting her Pom- 
{and Hurculaneum for a century, while 
igypt jealously guards her ancient reiics, 
even Mexico and Peru permit no one 
to go digging and whacking among their 
relics of prehistoric races, there has never 
(except in the case of the ruins of the 
aboriginal structure at Casa Grande) been

The tourists, who become more numer- 
ous in Arizona every winter, have made 
relic-gathering a settled industry. There 
are cowboys, schoolboys, clerks and men 
out of a job, who go forth every winter and 
dig and plow for relics in these Pompelis 
of America.+The | on ne of the digging 
and plowing up of relics from these mar- 
velous aboriginal towns are sold at curio. 
stores that abound in Arizona and Caili- 
fornia towns visited by tourists. In the last 
10 years there has been a wholesale ripping 
open of tombs of prehistoric warriors, a 
digging into the buried homes of the abor- 
igines and a searching for ancient tur- 
quoises, battle weapons, personal finery, 
household utensils and other articles used 
by the unknown ancients who dwelt in the 
Gila valley. The building of the enormous 
irrigation canals in the Salt and Gila val- 
leys has obliterated acres of very incerest- 

remains of aboriginal irrigation sys- 
tems, while ranchmen and cattlemen have 
laid low. many an outline of prehistoric 
structures, where a trained archaeologist 
might have learned facts of inestimable 
value in solving the problem of who these 
aborigines were, how they TIived, whence 
they came and whence they departed.

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SELLING FRANCHISES AT AUCTION. 


The sale of ‘franchises at public auction has been advocated 
by some reformers who desire to obtain for the public the 
value of grants to quasi public corporations. 

But “the experience of Syracuse, N. Y., is not likely to 
strengthen the movement. That city granted a franchise for 
@ street railway branch one-half mile long, the same to be 
gold to the highest bidder. The city spent $504 in advertising, 
but when the sale took place one bidder appeared who got. the 
franchise for just $1. 

It is only what might have been expected. Franchises are 
mot like corner lots or draught horses. They are desired only 
by companies expressly organized for the purpose wf using 
them, and such companies cannot be created for the Secasion. 

The way to get the franchise value is to make the proper 
Stipulations in the grant. Then tax it like other property. 
This is simple and natural, and there is no danger of a 
“Guke” like that at Syracuse.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 10.—The law- 
makers of this state have effectually put 4 
stop to the wholesale slaughter of game 
within its borders, and the sportsmen and 
others are in hopes that at no far distant 


the officials of the land department of the 
Iron Mountain road says no person not liv- 
ing in Arkansas has any idea of the fearful 
' destruction of all kinds of game only a few 
| years ago. Hunters who shot for the mar- 
/kets would come down here and kill deer 
‘by the hundreds. They would cut off only 
| a portion of the carcass, strip the dead ani- 
| mal of its hide and allow the remainder to 


‘decay in the forest. Arkansas people having |

An incident of this kind is related where 
a yearling wrapped in a sheet gg i on 
the post of a plebe sentinel at night. ‘‘Halt,’’ 
shouted the plebe, *““Who Is there?” 

“Moses and the ten commandments,” 
came the response. 

The poor plebe thought there was some- 
thing irregular, but he remembered his in- 
structions about never allowing more than 
one to advance at a time at night, so he 
promptly shouted: 

“Advance, one commandment, to be. rec- 
ognized.’’ 

An amusing anecdote is related of Gen. 
Sherman, who. as commanding general of 


the army, visited West Point one June for 


the graduation exercises. He accompanied 
the commandant on his Sunday morning 
tour of inspection of barracks, and on en- 
tering a certain room he walked over to the 
mantelpiece. Stooping down, he pried up a 
brick from the middie of the hearth with 
his sword scabbard and revealed a hollow 
space about a foot square, in which was 
nicely packed a considerable quantity of to- 
bacco and other contraband articles. Mean- 
while the cadets occupying the room stood 
mutely watching and wondering what sort 
of a man the general was to have Ween able 
to discover the only ‘‘cellar’’ of its kind in 
barracks. Turning to the commandant, the 
xeneral remarked: 

“l have been wondering if that hole was 
still there. 1] made it when I was a cadet 
and lived in this room.”

LONDON, Nov. 10.—South Africa threatens once more to absorb public 
attention in Great Britain. Lord Salisbury, in his speech at the inaugural 
banquet of the Lord Mayor in the guild halb last evening, held out little hope 
of immediate pacification and the return of Lord Roberts is still problemat- 
ical and is certainly a matter of weeks, and perhaps months . 

The ministers have given up speculating as to when peace will be thor- 
oughly restored, and, to use Lord Salisbury’s phrase anent China, they are 
‘“‘waiting for the situation to develop itself.’’ 

Generals and regiments are returning, but others are constantly leaving 
England to replace them. A recruiting depot is being established in London 
to supply 1000 men for Gen. Baden-Powell’s South African police force and de- 
tachments are constantly going to join the regiments in the Transvaal. In 
conjunction with Lord Salisbury’s open references to the possibility of Great 
Britain being taken unawares by some foreign power, this state of affairs 
in South Africa does not breed confidence or contentment.

Five Days the Men Will Live on the 
Little Boxes of Prepared Food— 
The Other Test on the Return 
From Fort Sill. 


FORT RENO, O. T., Nov. 6—The board 
of officers detailed by the war departmen' 
to find, if possible. an emergency ratio: 
that will meet all -the requirements c 
troops engaged in active warfare whi! 
away from their base of supplies and i: 
a hostile country where provisions are 
searce, left here with a detachment of 25 
men from Troop A, Eighth Cavalry, for 
experimental purposes. The men will ob- 
serve the same routine as if they were en- 
gaged in an active campaign against an en- 
emy. The members of the board are Capt. 
Ss. W. Fountain, Eighth Cavalry, and Capt. 


S. W. Foster, Fifth Cavalry. Capt. Foun- 
tain is president of the board. Col. C. A. 
Dempsey, First Infantry, was a member 
of the board and had participated in all its 
work until he was ordered to China sev- 
eral weeks ago. Capt. and Assistant Sur- 
geon J. D. oindexter, station at Fort 
Reno, accompanied the expedition. A sin- 
gle ration fs supposed to contain enough 
food to sustain a man a day and in its 
package weighs slightly more than a 
pound. 

The United States army is without a sat- 
isfactory emergency ration. In May, 189i, 
a ration. experiment was conducted from 
Fort Sill and the result pronounced ‘‘en- 
tirely satisfactory,”’ but ultimately there 
was disappointment and the ration was nev- 
er manufactured for use by the War De- 
partment. This ration was too great in 
bulk. and the men soon tired of it or grew 
nauseated in eating it day after day. The 
ideal emergency ration is one that will oc- 
cupy the smallest possible amount of space, 

rovide the greatest quantity of tissue 

ullding material. which gives’. strength, 
menintate the soldiers in good health and be 
palatable at all times. This is the kind of 
ration for which the board is in search, 


To Try 
Two Rations. 

The board has two different emergency 
rations with which it will experiment. The 
first is a ration prepared by the board af- 
ter an examination and analysis of the food 
preparations used in nearly all the Euro- 
pean armies. The board's observations and 
conclusions are embodied in the ration, 
which was manufactured under its super- 
vision. The second is a ration produced by 
a company at Passaic, N. J. The board's 
ration costs 25 cents and the New Jersey 
ration 3 cents. The board has 2000 of each 
kind of ration. . 

he New Jersey ration consists of tea 
in place of chocolate and a combination of 
meat and breadstuff compactly arranged. 

Naturally the board has great confidence 
in the success of its own ration. This ra- 
tion consists of two cakes of pure sweet 
chocolate, three cakes of a combination of 
meat and breadstuff, in compressed form 
and a small quantity of salt and pepper 
for seasoning. The ration is contained in 
a hermetically sealed can, rounded like a 
cake, six and a quarter Inches long, with 
its dimensions one and a half by two 
inches. Fastened to the can is a key, with 
which it can be opened. Printed instruc- 
tions on the can forbid the soldier to open 
it without an order from his superior of- 
ficer, or uniess in extreme emergency. 
These rations are to be carried by the 
soldier as part of his equipment, just the 
same as his cartridges or gun. The total!) 
weight of the food contents is 16 ounces, 
divided as follows: Two cakes of choco- 
late, four ounces; three cakes of a meat 
and breadtsetuff compound, 12 ounces, the 
meat we'ghing four ounces anr the bread- 
stuff eight ounces. The salt weighs three- 
fourths of an ounce. and the red pepper one 
gram Two thonsand of these rations wére 
manufactured for the board. 

“We chose wheat as our bréadstuff,.” 
sald Capt. Fountain, ‘‘cooked it thorough- 
ly and then ground it into a coarge flour. 
Our meat is beef, which we desiccated and 

ounded into an tmpalpable powder. We 

ried to grind the meat after desiccating 
it, but found that it rolled up like doug 
and clogged the mills. The meat and flour 
were then mixed and compressed. into 
three oakes of equal size giving us the 
standard food of the American soldier. 
bread and meat. These cakes of meat and 
bread may be eaten In four ways. They 
may be eaten dry out of the can; the cakes 
may be soaked in cold water and eaten 
or they may be mixed with water in the 
proportion of four ounces of food to one 
and one-fourth quarts of water and made 
into a soup, or the same amount of food 
may be mixed with about a pint of water 
and made into a thick porridge or mush. 
This may be fried after it is cold, as mush 
is fried. 

Ration Without 


Chemicals. 
“We exercised every ingenuity to reduce 
the amount of fat to a minimum. Origl- 


nally, our ration contained 13 per cent of 
fat, but we cut it down to only 6 per 
cent. The objection to fat is that in com- 
bining it with a cereal, the preparation be- 
comes rancid unless prevented by a cheml- 
cal process. Chemicals, however, soon 
bring about indigestion and other stomach 
troubles and a soldier with a bad stomach 
is useless. Peas or beans contain a large 
amount of nutrition and are used as cereal 
food in the German army, where meat is 
expensive and beans and peas cheap, but 
our objection to these cereals was that un- 
less they are thoroughly cooked they also 
will cause stomach trouble and it is diffi- 
cult, until after they are eaten, to tell 
whether they have been well cooked. Re- 
verting to the question of fat, we have 
eliminated it as far as possible and have 
a ration that is a tissue builder. The 
necessary fat, to be used as fuel in burn- 
ing up the waste tissue, must come from 
the supply stored up by the soldier in his 
body before he goes on his emergency ex- 
pedition. 

“Obstacles, not preference, were respon- 
sible for our choosing chocolate as a stimu- 
lant. I believe that of ten Americans who 
drink non-intoxicating stimulants at their 
meals, elght of them prefer coffee to any 
other drink. Coffee, however, deteriorates 
the moment it is parched and soon loses its 
strength. here is no known process by 
which this can be prevented. he board 
advertised for manufacturers to submit all 
kinds of good preparations, and many prep- 
arations of coffee were received, some of 
them from abroad. One was a coffee pill 
coated with sugar, but the coffee was no 
longer coffee. A cake one inch square, 

arched, ground and tightly pressed, came 
rom Germany and was fairly good, but its 
bulk was too great. Tea can be kept in- 
definitely. but Americans are not accus- 
tomed to drinking it and our soldiers are 
typical Americans. Personally, I am a 
strong believer in the merits of tea as a 
stimulant, and am not altogether adverse 
to the idea that can even assist in the 
building of tiss The general opinion, 
however, is that neither tea nor coffee con- 
tains any of the qualities of food. Choco- 
late, however, is th a stimulant and a 
food. The butter or fat of the cocoa bean 
is retained in the manufacture of com- 
mercial cocoa. n advantage of chocolate 
over tea or coffee is that it can be eaten 
as found in the ration, while coffee or tea 
must be put into water and boiled. The ra- 
tion chocolate is sweetened with sugar, 
ma&king it palatable at all times. The board 
decid positively against the use of sac- 
charine as it is injurious to the kidneys.

New Amusement of the Daring Ari- 
zona Cowboys. 

PHENIX, Ariz., Nov. 10.—A large num- 
ber of bears have been driven out of the 
San FranciscO mountains in northeastern 
Arizona by the cold and have migrated 
south into the hills and canyons around 
Blue river, affording sport for the cowboys 
of that section. The maneuvers .of a herd 
of 100 bears were watched from a peak over.

Choral-Symphony Will Present Tay- 

lor’s Cantata at Its First Con- 
cert Thanksgiving Night. 

T": CHORAL-SYMYPHONY SOCIETY 


will open the present season with 
concert on Thanksgiving evening 
Nov. 29, and will present as a choral nov 
elty a cantata entitled “Hiawatha’s Wed- 
ding Feast,’’ composed by Coleridge Tay- 
lor. The words are taken from Longfellow's 
celebrated poem and are set to music fo: 
tenor solo, chorus and orchestra. 

There are evidences in the music that Mr 
Taylor has studied Wagner and Verdi wit! 
great care and has unconsciously absorbed 
not only somewhat of their styles of ex- 
pression, but also some of their motives 
The first part of the theme reminds one 
of the principal motive in Wagner's ‘‘Fly 
ing Dutchman,” and the second part i: 
harmonized like the “Grail’’ motive in th 
This is a happy accident, li 
accident it is. The work opens with a shor 
orchestral prelude that is followed by a 
chorus in which the male and female sec 
tions are frequently treated antiphonalls 
in which one section answers the other with 
very skillful thematic imitations. The lines 
are full of Indian names of queer spelling 
and strange sounds. Not a smal! part of 
the interest in the rehearsals has centered 
in Mr. Ernst’s German-American-Indian ef- 
forts to instruct the chorus in their pro- 
nunciation, and if the audience hears a 
language which seems not to be entirely of 
the earth it may lay it to Mr. Longfellow’s 
lack of, foresight in not realizing that Mr 
Coleridge Taylor of South Africa would se! 
his lines to music and that Mr. Ernst of 
Germany would undertake to teach them to 
a St. Louls chorus. 
What may be called 
is a remarkably beautifjl tenor solo, 
which Hiawatha addresses Laughing Woa- 
ter. It is as sure as anything can be that 
has not already happened that in this part 
Mr. Evan Williams’ beautiful voice and 
consummate art will achieve one of the 
great successes of the entire Chorail-Sym- 
phony Society's season. The part § 1s, 
throughout, lyric tin style, interspersed with 
short, magnetic dramatic episodes. It is 
possible that if Verdi had not written the 
last act of his “Alda’’ some parts of thia 
different from what ¢hey 
are. But the last act of the “Alda” is suffi 
clently beautiful to admit being frequently 
called“to mind. | 

The tenor solo ts followed by a chorus 
based upon the first and principal theme, 
and this by a sort of march movement for 
the chorus and orchestra, very dramatic in 
character. The work ends in a short, digni- 
fied chorus and a still shorter orchestral 
prelude in which the theme first mentioned 
above forms the principal part. 

The orchestration is rich and varied and 
the instruments are used with an accurate 
knowledge of their characters and avall- 
ability in the development of tone color. 
Rhythmically the work is original and will 
be found interesting by the trained musi- 
clans, but what is better still, it is real 
music and not a series of harmony exercises 
or @ successful effort to write something 
which no reputable composer ever did or 
would write.

if he is permitted to undertake the con- 


struction of a sample gun from the plans 
at the cost of the government. In his re- 
port he says: 

“Through personal friends in Paris 
was fortunate enough to secure confidential 
information of such an accurate technical 
character as to convince me that I am now 
informed as to every essential element of 
construction involved, and with this Kknowl- 
edge am able to not only make a working 
drawing of the. equipment as it now is in 
service, but if given an opportunity could 
construct a gun and carriage of service ef- 
ficiency equal to the French material. The 
cost of such construction will not exceed 
2000 and the carriage could be completed 
in condition for service test within the i2v 
days recommended by the board of ord- 
nance and fortification. 

“S.nee 189 the French Government has 
expended $40,000,000 on her new field artil- 
lery. The Russian Government has already 
secured the necessary financial] credit for 
reorganizing and re-equipping its fleld ar 
tillery to the extent of 1000 six-gun bat- 
terles, to be completed by the end of 1903, 
and involving a total expenditure of ap- 
proximately $50,000,000. The German Govy- 
ernment, aithough it has already expended 
over $30,000,000 on the Krupp field guns, in- 
troduced into the service in 1896, has decid- 
ed to change and improve this equipment 
at an expenditure which probably will 
amount to $15,000,000 more; changing the 
pattern of the carriage very radically. The 
English Government already has under 
construction about 500 field guns of the 
newest type. Sweden has just arranged 
with a German firm for the manufacture 
of 46 complete six-gun batteries, involv- 
ing an expenditure of nearly §$2,000,000. 
Turkey has within the past three months 
given an order to Krupp for over 200 of his 
latest field guns at an approximate cost 
of $1,500,000. While an English firm has al- 
ready completed an order for 120 guns re- 
ceived a short while ago from Spain. 

“It refer to the above facts simply to em- 
phasize the importance that the modern 
rapid-fire field artillery is assuming in the 
War preparations of the world.”’ 

The board decided to avail itself of the 
opportunity to build the test gun and made 
a recommendation to that effect to the 
Secretary of War. 


A WATER FAMINE AT  PANA 


It Causes Wide-Spread Distress, Both 
on Account of Light and

PANA, IIL, Nov. 10.—This city, of 8000 
inhabitants, is suffering in the throes of a 
water famine. All the coal mines, the 
hay compressor and all industries using 
Steam: are closed down. The city is in 
total darkness, the lack of water having 
shut down the electric light plants. Those 
who depend on steam heat, and they are 
many, are suffering from cold. No coal 
is to be had, owing to the shut-down, and 
no steam is obtainable. 

Tonight every business 
is lighted by tallow candles, 
instances boxes and fences 
brought in to requisition to furnish heat. 
Forces are at work day and night sink- 
ing.new wells and it is hoped to secure a 
water supply by Monday evening. In the 
meantime Pana will remain in darkness 
and practically without fuel.

I visited the great prison of Irkutsk and 
was most courteously allowed to spend 
several hours there. | went into every part 
of the prison that I could see, including the 
hospital, the workshops, the laundry and 
the kitchens, and visited every one of ihe 
large rooms and almost every cell. In 
all these I saw but two things to find fault 
with—the practice of herding together 
crimnials of all ages, tried and untried, 
and the long time, in some cases amounting 
to two years, which many of the prison- 
ers spend there before their cases are final- 
ly judged. This latter evil is caused purtly 
by the great difficulty of collecting evidence 
from many parts of Siberia, but chiefly be- 
cause the central authorities do not supply 
magistrates enough to cope with the nym- 
bers of those arrested.

DR. SHORT TALKS 


TO THE POST-IDSPATCH

Rector of St. Peter’s Church, Himself a 
Champion Golf Player, Will Preach 
Sunday on the Subject of 
“Sunday Golf and Mod- 
ern Paganism.”’ 


Dr. William Short, rector of St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church, whose congregation !s 
one of the richest and most fashionable in 
the West End, is an enthusiastic golf play- 
er. He is a member of the St. Louis Ath- 
letic Assoctation and a familiar figure on 
that organization’s links in Forest Park. 

Dr. Short is no ordinary player at that, 
as a fine cup that rests on the plano in 
the parlor of his residence at 3692 West 
Pine boulevard attests. He acquired this 
trophy by winning the joint handicap tour- 
nament for members of the Algonquin Club 
and St. Louis Atheltic Association mempers 
at the Webster Groves links a few months 
ago. 

But Dr. Short does not believe in golf 
hoogeen | played every day in the week. He 
thinks the week days offer sufficient op- 
portunity for nearly every devotee of the 
Scotch game to indulge his penchant there- 
for and he is vigorously opposed to Sun- 
day golf. 

He told the Post-Dispatch Saturday that 
he believed golf playing on Sunday was 
harmful and that clubs that encouraged 
golfing on the Sabbath were helping to 
develop a race of modern pagans. 

So positive are the views of this rever- 
end gates and golfpiayer on this point 
that he has decided to make the subject of 
his Sunday morning discourse today at 
St. Peter's, ‘Sunday Golf and Modern Pa- 
ganism.”’ 

As many of his congregation are golf- 
cg and many others are members of 
clubs which do not prohibit Sunday exer- 
cise on the links, this particadlar sermon 
of the eloquem minister is looked forward 
to with special interest. 

‘Il certally do not approve of Sunday golr”’ 
Dr. Short told the ost-Dispatch. ‘The 
fondness of the American people for physi- 
cal development sometimes tends to carry 
them aver from more important duties. if 
poopie will attend their religious duties on 

unday and indulge in go! ~playing after- 
ward it might not be guite so bad. But such 
si rarely the case. Golf is too often preferred 
to church on Sunday morning. Those who 
substitute physical development for spiritu. 
al development on Sunday are heiping to 
bring up a race of pagans, and the coun- 
try clubs who encourage golf playing on 
Sunday are doing the same thing. 

“Were it a fact that the St. Loulsans who 
lay golf had no time to indulge in it dur- 
n@ the week there might be a difference, 
Were golf played by the poorer classes wio 
are occupied continuously throughout the 
week, there might be some sort of an ex- 
cuse for Sunday indulgence in this sport. 
But golf almost invariably is played by 
business and professional men, who cun 
usually manage to take sufficient time to 
play during the week.

MILES OF DITCHES AND GREAT 
DAMS ARE NECESSARY. 


The Picking Begins in September and 
Hundreds of Persons Obtain 
Employment in Gather- 
ing the Crop. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Wis., Nov. 8—The 
cranberry crop in central Wisconsin has 
been harvested, milled, barreled and is rap- 
idly being shipped to market. The price 
this year is a trifie higher than it was last 
year, owing to thére being a short crop 
both in Wisconsin and the eastern states. 
The 1900 crop in this section will probably 


not amount to more.than 10,000 to 15,000 bar- 
rels all told, which is only about half what 
it would have been had it not been for a 
frost that visited this part of the state on 
the night of the 30th of last June. The 
time was when all of. the berries harvested 
in Wisconsin grew in a wild state, and In 
those days many thousands of barrels were 
picked every year from these wild marshes. 
As time passed, however, these wild lands 
seemed to gradually lose their efficiency 
and then the cultivation of the fruit began. 
Since then the cultivated berries have rap- 
idly gained ground, while the wild marshes 
have retrograded correspondingly, until to- 
day hardly a wild berry can be found, al- 
though the wild vines are just as plentiful 
as ever, but do not bear fruit. 

The cranberry is a very modest little 
grower and the vines seldom reach a height 
of over eight inches, and a patch that Is 
well covered with berries might be passed 
over by a casual observer without noticing 
the fruit at all. 

The preparation of a cranberry farm ne- 
cessitates the expenditure of a lot of money 
‘and much manual! labor. First of all the 
greune must be so situated that it may be

which nature has seen fit to keep under 
water the greater part of the year. Then 
ditches are made and dams built so that 
the supply of water can be governed. Often 
to handle a 40-acre marsh properly it is 
necessary to dig from five to ten miles 
of ditches. The ground is then prepared 
for the reception of the vines by what is 
known as the “scalping’’ process. This is 
just what the name signifies. The upper 
surface of the ground ts taken off to the 
depth of five or six inches. This removes 
all the grass and weed roots and gives the 
cranberry plants a chance to get started 
when they are planted. 

First it was the custom to plant the vines 
from the wild marshes, it being only neces- 
sary to pull up the vines and scatter them 
over the prepared ground, where they took 
root and rapidly developed into bearing 
vines. The competition of eastern berries, 
however, put @ stop to this practice to a 
large extent. 

From the time the snow leaves in the 
spring until the crop ts sold in the autumn 
and the money safe in the owner’s jeans, 
the cranberry crop is a source of anxiety 
to the grower. One would think that a plant 
that naturally grew wild in a count 
would be very easy to raise when culti- 
vated, but such is not the case. 

The harvest begins about the middle of 
September and should the weather be fa- 
vorable may continue for four weeks. Just 
when to commence picking is another fine 
point to be decided by the grower. When 
they arrive at a certain stage they can be 
picked, and, although they look rather green 
at the time they will ripen in the boxes suf- 
ficiently to be marketable. But every day 
they are left on the vines they increase in 
size. and weight very rapidly and also im- 
prove in appearance, but the danger from 
frost increases every day. It is said that 
berries that are at the picking stage will 
increase in size 25 per cent in two weeks 
and look better, and the late berries also 
keep much. better than those that are

Storeroom Needed for Uncle 
| Sam’s Gold. | 


PRESENT VAULTS INSECURE 


VAST SUMS OF MONEY IN THEM 
COULD BE STOLEN. 


Weight the Best Protection Against 
Theft, but Facts Show That It Is 
Not Entire Safe. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8—Uncle Sam's 
treasure boxes are undergoing some impor- 
‘tant alterations. They are not at all up-to- 
Gate in the mode of their construction, nor | 
burglar-proof by any means, and it might 
be a govud thing if they were torn out alto- | 
gether, and replaced with vaults of the 
proper kind, such as safe-deposit companies 
have nowadays. But that would cost a 
great deal of money—perhaps as much as 
$1,000,000—and the government would prefer 

to avoid such an expenditure. 

Away back in 1892 this question was agi- 
tated, and Congress went so far as to ap- 
point a special committee, with an appro- 
priation of $3000, to make an examination of 
the vaults in the treasury and report on” 
their condition. The report was decidedly 
unfavorable, condemning the arrangements 
as practically obsolete, but nothing was at- 
tempted in the way of substantial Improve- 
ments. It was in the same year that an ex- 
pert came on from New York, and, at the 
request of the treasurer, with only a few 
erdinary tools of the kind used tn safe re- | 
pairing, opened one of the big strongrooms 
in a few minutes. 

| Geventy-five thousand dollars have been 
appropriated for the present alterations, 
which consist in part of a new vestibule and 
strong doors for the great silver storage 
vault. This vault cost $30,000 originally, and | 
extends under the terrace at the south) 


end of the treasury building. It contains a | 
gnighty box of steel lattice work, 89 feet | 
ong. 61 feet wide and 12 feet high, filled | 
chock full of silver dollars. Visitors are per- 
mitted to walk around the mass of treasure, | 
following a narrow passage which runs be- | 
tween the sides of the box and the steel | 
Walls of the vault.

If critics should start out to pick all the 
flaws they can find in the average produc- 
tion, Instead of iooking chiefly for their 
merits, few plays would long withstand the 
fire.

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fast {s served in his room. Steak or chops, 
eggs cooked in various styles, oatmeal and 
cream, toast and fruit comprise the meal. 
The congressman eats dinner at 1 o'clock 
downstairs in the dining room. This is the 
main meal of the day and resembles the 
dinner served in a hotel. , 

Wines and liquors are tabooed., Patients 
can have beer or ale if the physicians think 
best, but they have to buy it themselves. 

Tea at 6 o'clock is a light*lunch. Sliced 
chicken, game .in the season and oysters 
cooked in some form are served with bread, 
preserves and weak tea. 

The congressman’ s } moods vary. At times 


he appears and talks rationally enough. A 
few hours later he attempts to convey an 
idea, but expresses it in words exactly op- 
posite to what he intends to mean, Then 
he becomes irritable to a violent degree.

Mr. Walsh has been spoken of as the act- 
ual partner of King Leopold of Belgium. 
This, he assured the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
in his apartments at the Waldorf-Astoria 
the other day, is a premature announce- 
ment. He is far too canny a business man 
to enter into business dealing with any 
»man, even a. king, without first making 
sure of his ground. 

To any one familiar with King Leopold's 
character as a financier it will occur at 
once that Mr. Wal&h is wise. 


As the case stands, Mr. Walsh will look 
into King Leopold's mining and other in- 
terests in the Congo region, and if he sees 
a chance for financing them successfully 
he will accept his mafesty’s invitation to 
join the royal firm, in which case King 
Ieopold will probably be “let in” to a cer- 
tain extent on Mr. Walsh's immense gold 
properties in Colorado, 


Thomas F. Walsh Is the newest of great 
millionaires. As a man of fame he dates 
only from the summer of this year, when 
he went to Paris in the ornamental capa- 
city of Commissioner at the Exposition and 
apent a heap of money wining and dining 
the people whom it is the proper thing for 
rich Americans to wine and dine. 

Nobody knows how rich he is; The esti- 
mate of his acquaintances range from $»,- 
000,000 to $45,000,000. In Europe last summer 
he was reported to have refused an offer of 
$35,000,000 for the Camp Bird gold mine,

His history resembles in a general way the 
history of the “‘forty-niners’’ who made 
huge fortunes, but it stands out with great- 
er individuality, becausé his luck came in 
1897, when the world had well nigh settled 
down to more laborious and prosaic meth- 
ods of growing rich. 

Like most of the forty-niners he was of 
humble origin. Like Mackay, Fair and oth- 
ers he,was born in Ireland.

$1,500,000 and $2,000,000 a year.

This morning I picked up a clover stem

have lost one cuff button,. broken a blade tn 
my favorite pocket knife and punctured a 
bicycle tire. 

The associations connected with some of 
the clovers in my possession are dearer to 
me than all the luck they could bring. In 
this little book, pressed between the pages, 
are representatives from historic ground 
some carrying recollections 
gad or gay, and others reminders dear to 
memory. 

Here is one plucked from Longfellow's 
grave, In Mount Auburn cemetery, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. It was nestling under the 
drooping branch of a small bush that hangs 
over the grave. My companion pulled a 
eprig from the bunch. I picked the four- 
leaf clover. 

This next one grew just inside the fence 
surrounding the historic Washington elm, 
where the immortal George took command 
of the colonial army. 

These two five-leafs and this four are 
from Boston Common.

I tried that once.. We were walting for 
the Fort Lee ferry at the foot of One Hun- 
dr and Twenty-sixth street, New York, 
when... iairy bicycle: girl in a maroon 
bloomer costume brushed past and her 
“shapely boot touched a bunch of clover 
ost the size of your hand, crowing 


against the ferry house. 

Following. my mania, I reached down and 
picked out four four-leaf clovers.- The girl 
observed this and examined the tuft after 
I had left it. As she mourned because she 
found none, 'my gallantry overcame my 
misgiving, and I offered her the treasures 
I had found. She accepted two of them. 
Before I reached home I had broken my 
handlebars, taken a ‘“‘header’’ on Fort Lee 
hill and fallen off the dock: trying to wash 
my face in the river. Ha‘1 the girl accepted 
all’four of my clovers it is quite probable 
that I would have been Killed. 

Here, now, is a real rarety. It is the only 
seven-leaf clover I ever saw. I found it in 
Pike county, Missouri, the home of Joe 
Bowers and other celebrities, {ncluding the 
clover-leaf ‘champion. I picked it several 
years ago. 

This six-leaf is from Greenwood cemetery, 
Brooklyn, and this one from a little park 
on top of the palisades, overlooking the 
kingly Hudson. This four-leaf came from 
the duel ground of Alexander Hamilton and 
Aaron Burr, at Weehiwken, N. J. tried 
to find one in Hoboken, but the -naime of 
the town hoodooed my luck. 

This perfect four-leafer I fell onto near 
the residence of Grover Cleveland, at 
Princeton, N. J. Yes, fell onto,’ for a 
“header’’ from my wheel landed me on the 
clover bunch from which it was picked. I 
Saw it before I struck the ground on my 
face. For four-leaf clovers I have keen 
eyes, it is said. 

This finely formed five-leaf I picked in 
Bellefontaine cemetery, St. Louis, near the 
grave of Thomas H. Benton. 

To follow all these clovers to the spots 
where they grew would be a merry chase, 
leading over many grassy slopes and clo- 
very dales, through woods and fields and 
parks, and in the solemn shades of many 
cemeteries. 

The sacred resting places of the dead 
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seem most prolific of the extra-leaved elo- 


the superfiuous petal and communed with 
the body. 

Only a short while ago I supplied a 
widow with a unique and treasured me- 
mento in a‘ four-leaf clover picked for her 
from her husband's grave. 

How do I preserve my pets? I have two 
ordinary books, one of 800 pages, which 
contains a clover between each page-fold. 
In another book I have grouped 148 treas- 
ures. On the margins I make notes show- 
ing where the special ones were found. 

I have been finding four-leaf dlovers ever 
since I can remember. I suppose I am a 
clever crank from the same incentive 
which makes stamp fiends of others, except 
~_ my hobby lacks the insipidity of imi- 

ation, 


While my mania continued in its virulent 
form for two geasons a few years ago, I 
saved every clover I found with more than 
three leaves. Armed with a poeket memor- 
andum book, I scanned every promising 
tuft of clover, and placed my discoveries 
between the leaves;until I-reached Home io 
transfer them to a larger book. 


Since then I have preserved only a por- 
tion of those which I could not help seeing 
and plucking. In’ pdrks or cemeteries a 
touch of the old fever usually afflicts me. 

Most of. these oddities grow on the smail

The five-leaf clover is said by some to 
bring bad luck. I have my share of bad 
luck, as well as of five-leafs. 

One of the superstitions in regard to four- 


leaf clovers is that if you find one and put 


it impyour pocketbook, that receptacle will 
soon be filled with money. I have tried 
that, but usually had to sell the se seanes 
to get anything to put into it. © 

Another superstition is that if you put | 
the four-lea® clover in your shoe, the first 
lady you meet is the one you will marry, 
In the days of my sentimental. youth I 
wore such a talisman in my shoe until my 
hose was stained green. Being naturally 
bashful, I avoided women, and the first one 
I met was a regress who cooked for a 
neighbor... L still nurse my bachelor's brood 
of care. 

But perhaps the fact that Halloween 18

luck of the clover.

—and impaling the remains of slaughtered 
males on the stockade of a “recalcitrant” 
village. 

Another agent of the society, Van Eyck- 
en, found it necessary to ‘‘make an ex- 
ample’’ of several villages. He therefore 
dispatched soldiers by whom the doomed 
villages were surrbunded and every man, 
woman and child therein butchered with- 
out mercy, their remains mutilated in the 
most fiendish manner and the villages 
burned. 

In other parts of the Congo state, the 
Same condition prevails—frantic efforts to. 
raise revenue, accompanied by barbarous 
outrages upon the natives; whole tribes 
destroyed or enslaved either as laborers 
or soldiers. In 1898 an English traveler 
came upon about 100 women toiling with 
the hoe, guarded by an armed state sol- 
dier, ‘‘driven like dogs here and there and 
kept hard at their work from morning 
till night." They were the widows: of a 
Wakonjo tribe and their husbands, declin- 
ing to be enslaved, had paid the usual 
death penalty. 

In the western district—the Kassai region 
—the American missionaries of Luebo have 
this year borne witness to the way in 
which the rubber taxes are imposed there. 


‘Matters in that region have been steadily 


getting worse and worse ‘since’ 1892—the

The missionaries relate that'a canniba- 
listic tribe, the Zappo Zaps, are ‘armed 
and kept by the state and are used by the 
state officers as plunderers, tribute collect- 
ors and slave raiders.’ .

Snake venon is injected into the bodies of 
living animals in doses at first small and 
gradually becoming larger until the animal 
is proof against harm from a bite even of 
the largest serpent. 

From the animal thus immuniied a se- 
rum is procured—serum is the liquid,’ col- 
oriess element of blood—which, injected 
into ithe veins of a man, renders him 
also safe from harm should a snake bite 
him, or, if administered soon after a 
bite, will-neutralize the poison. 

Antivenine is the name given to the se- 
rum. Dwellers in snaks countries who are 
wise will fortify their blood with it be- 
forehand rather than take chances of pro- 
curing a dose after the snake has done his 
work, as delay might be fatal. 

How long a dose of the serum will make 
aman proof against snake poison has not 
been found out yet, but the influence lasts 
| more than twenty days in a rabbit. 


One of the most interesting discoveries 
made by the savants in their experiments 
was that an inoculated mother can impart 
immunity to her offspring. A tabby cat 
was one of the many subjects employed.

They are going to try 
and capture some specimens of wild game 
that ace now growing scarce. Their chief 
aim to get some live mountain sheep. 

“‘No animal that lives is harder to get, 
either dead or alive, than a mountain 
sheep,”’ said Buffalo Jones. ‘‘There are only 
two in captivity, and they were captured 
by myself and daughter during our hunt 
last vear and are in the national zoological 
garden. They make their home among the 
highest and most inaccessible cliffs in the 
mountains. Talk about climbing. Mountain 
sheep can almost climb a greased pole. They 
are ever on the alert. Their sense of hearing 
is the most acute of any animal I know of. 
Just when you think you are close ‘upon 
them that is when you are not. It Is rare 
chance that a man ever gets close enough

to them to get a shot. My daughter and I 
hunted for six weeks for them and we fi- 
nally ran on to a couple of lambs. It was 
a most perilous task to get them but we ran 
the risk and made the capture. I have been 
offered $500 a head for any number that 1 
may capture this winter. That, of course, 
is an inducement for me to do some pretty 
good hunting. 

‘Buffalo Bill and I will also endeavor to 
capture some moose,” said Buffa'o Jones. 
‘Several of them are still in the mountains 
in Montana. We can get a good price for 
thern also. \It is not so much the price, 
however, that is prompting us to take the 
hunt as to get tho live game for preserva- 
tion. Unless this is done it will not be 
many years until such game as we a.e g0o- 
ing for will be extinct. We also hope to 
trap some caribou. This is a species of 
reindeer. The only difference abbtdut it Is 


that the reindeer inhabits the barren lands 
of the north and are pientiful while caribou 
live in the mountains and are getting migh- 
ty scarce. We will also try and land some 
elk. 


‘‘Another mission of ours on the trip will 
be to visit the Yellowstone Park and take 
a census of the buffalo there. Opinion 
differs as to the number. The superintend- 
ent thinks there are at least 50. I don’t 
believe there are over 20. And talking about 
buffalo, do you know that there are three 
times as many buffalo alive today as there 
were 10 years ago? Well there are. In 1890 
there were not to exceed 300, all told, living. 
I have 50 fullbloods on my ranch at Good- 
night, Tex., besides 100 catalo. A catalo 
is a cross between buffalo and cattle.”’ 
Buffalo Jones may take another hunt-in 
the arctic regions next summer.

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Preparations Made by American Astronomers for 


Viewing and Recording the Result of the Earth’s Pass- 
age Through a Belt of Leonids—An Event Whieh 
Happens Only Three Times.in a Century. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 9%.

T's most interesting astronomical 
question just now is whether the 
great meteoric shower which was due 

in November of last year, but which did not 

then appé@ar, much to the disappointment 

_of astronomers all over the world, is to 
ibe given up as lost, or whether it -has 
‘merely been delayed a year beyond the 
/ Calculated time, and will take place in its 
full glory next week. 

The attitude of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory in this matter is probably typical 
of that taken at most astronomical sta- 
tions. While admitting that the chances 
of the shower appearing are less than a 
year ago, Professor Pickering and his as- 
sistants have not by any means given up 
nope, and though the preparations which 
have been made for recording it are less 
extensive than they were last November, 
they @re still sufficient to take full ad- 
vantage of the situation in case thé shower 
oceurs. 

The November shooting stars are a recog- 
niged institution, and are due on the 13th 
and i4th of the month each year. They 
‘are known as the Leonids, from the posi- 
tion of their central point in the constella- 
tion of the Lion, and the number seen in 
ordinary years ranges from fifty or 100 
to 800 or 1000. 

In 1883 a competent observer in Boston 


to 240,000, seeming to the eye to fall as 
thickly as the flakes in a snow storm. It 
may easily be seen. how such a display 
would rank with a total eclipse of the 
fun as the most spectacular of the celes- 
tial phenomena. 

The interval between the great meteoric 
showers is thirty-three years. But the 
nature of the shooting stars is such that 
they are peculiarly Mable to perturbations, 
80 called, caused by the attraction of the 
planets. Within the last 1800 years, indeed, 
they have been swung out of one orbit 
and into another by the influence of the 
planet Uranus. During the last period of 
thirty-three years, it seems, they have been 
especially liable to perturbation, and‘some 
astronomers who look for the great shower 
to take place next week, ascribe the de- 
lay to this cause. 

It is necessary to understand the Leo- 
nids as a stream of small particles, no 
larger than grains of sand—the debris. per- 
haps, of a comet—flowing continuously ina 
mighty orbit, which anuually, in the mid- 
dle of November, intersects the orbit of 
the earth. 

Through most of the length of this belt 
the particles are only sparsely scattered, 
but in one place they are congregated in a 
vast swarm, with relation to which the 
others may be regarded only as stragglers. 

The Leonids complete their orbit in thir- 
ty-three years, arid once in thirty-three 
years, therefore, when we enter the 
part of the great swarta, we may look 


In other years we see merely the strag- 
giers. 

In passing through the orbit of the Leon- 
ids we see only the particles which are ig- 
nited by entering the earth's atmosphere, 
some 100 or 200 miles distant. No Leonid 
was ever Known to reach the earth, the 
terrific heat to which they are subjected 
ourning them out before they have ap- 
proached nearer than 60 or 60 miles. 

They are to be distinguished entirely 
from the sporadic meteorites which from 
time to time appear as fireballs in the 
sky, and sometimes fall to the earth before 
they are burnt out in masses weighing 
thousands of pounds. A shower of such as 
these would be disastrous, while the Leon- 
ids are harmless. 

In the 1833 shewer one observer likened 
the appearance of the sky to a vast um- 
brella. This was due to the fact that all 
the Leonids. seeming at first to. be darting 
in every direction in the heavens, radiated 
from a certain fixed center, the so-called 
radiant, alluded to before as being in the 
constellation Leo. As a matter of fact, 
the course of the Leonids in the sky .s 
parallel and the appearance of radiation 
is due to perspective, as in the parallel 
lines of a railway track, which seem like 
the Leonids, to originate in a single point. 
The radiant, however, is only approximate- 
ly fixed; and it is an important point, there- 
fore, to establish it more exactly, since, 
from the pesition of the radiant astronom- 
ers are able to calculate the direction in 
which the Leonids are moving.

But the success of this method Jong 4 wait- 
ed the exact measurement of’our distance 
from jany other of our sister worlds. Eros, 
coming nearest of all, will give the most 
amecurate distance ever calculated between 
our sphere and another. 

Having discovered how far Eros is trom 
us, the computation of how far we are from 
the sun will then be a matter of simple 
mathematics. 

Autponomers desire the sun’s accurate dis- 
tance from the earth because they will use 
it as their foot rule, so to speak, for meas- 
uring all heavenly space. That vust gulf 
is now measured in fractions of an imagin- 
ary rod extending from our world to the 
orb of day. 

Bros is a tiny world, Jess than 20 miles in 
diameter. Were it to fall upon the broad 
breast of America and attacn itself thereto 
it would form a lump but little more than 
¢wice as high as the loftiest peak of the 
Himalayas.

The draughtsmen will be supplied with 
maps of the region around the constellation 
Leo, and they will draw the path as well 
as possible of each notable meteor. The 
direction and line of. the 112th meteor, for 
instance, its brightness and the character 
of its trail, are useful facts. The matter 
of brightness necessitates the quickest ob- 
servation, which offers, however, no spe- 
cial difficulty when one has nothing else to 
attend to. . 

A year ago the Harvard Observatory 
asked for the co-operation of observers all 
over the world—net only astronomers, but 
Intelligent laymen everywhere—end a full 
circular of rules to govern such observers 
was sent out by the university. The most 
important part ef the circular is as fol- 
lows: 


“The most important time for observa- 
tion is from midnight until dawn, as com- 
paratively few meteors are expected earlier. 
Observations are particularly needed at 
hours when they cannot be made at the 
observatories of Europe and America. in 
general, the time required for ten or more 
meteors to appear in the region covered 
by the accompanying map should be re- 
corded. This observation should be re- 
peated every hour or half hour. If the 
meteors are too numerous to count all those 
appearing upon the map, the observer 
should confine his attention exclusively to 
some small region, such as that included 
between the stars Mu Ursae Majoris, 40 
Lyncis, and Delta’ and Alpha Leonis. 
the meteors occur but seldom, one every 
five minutes, for instance, the time and 
class of each meteor should be recorded. 
Also note the time during which the sky 
was watched and no meteors seen, and the 
time during which that portion of the sky 
was obscured by clouds. Passing clouds or 
haze, during the time of observation, 
should also be recorded. The date should 
be the astronomical day, beginning at noon, 
that is, the date of early morning observa- 
tions should be that of the preceding even- 
ing. Specify what time is used, as Green- 
wich standard, or local time. When a 
meteor bursts, make a second observation 
of its light and color, an.. when it leaves 
a trail, record the motion of the latter by

F anyone is so lucky as to find one of the 
| “shooting stars’’ which wil fall in the 

meteoric showers due the 13th and ‘4th 
of this month, he may congratulate himse!f 
on having captured a prize worth its weight 
in gold. The number of colleagors of me- 
teorites is increasing, and the competition 
between the different cabinets, public and 
private, has caused a great adyance in the 
price of rare Bpecimens. 

The largest and finest collection of me- 
teorites on this side of the Atlantic is the 
one in the Harvard Mineralogical Museum 
in Cambridge. Reckoning European ccllec- 
tions it ranks about fifth or sixth in the 
world The Eritish Museum has the best 
collection, as it has of so many other 
things, and the cabinets in Vienna and 
Paris rank next. The principal part of 
the Harvard collection was brought to- 
gether by one of the most distinguished 
of American chemists, the late J. Law- 
rence Smith of Louisville, Ky., whose spect- 
mens were purchased by subscription in 
1883, Prof. Smith himself being one of the 
subscribers. 4 

Calculating the comparative value of col- 
lections of meteorites is something of an 
art, however. A main point to be taken into 
consideration is the number of “falls,’’ so- 


called,which arerépresented. Ordinarily, per- 


meteorites have always been looked upon 
with more or less awe, and have often been 
objects of worship. The Palladium which 
fell at Troy, for example, was doubtless a 
meteorite. In three small meteorites dis- 
covered by the Peabody Museum on altars 
raised by the mound builders of the Little 
Miami Valley in Ohio, Harvard possesses 
the only uthentic: prehistoric examples 
known to exist. Such archeological or his- — 
torical interest naturally adds much to the 
market value of a meteorite. A wéll-Kknown 
American collector recently secured from 
the Shah of Persia a number of pleces from 
a famous semi-sacred meteorite which had 
been in the possession of the royal family 
for generations, and by disposing of bits 
to various European museums on his way 
home was able, he said, to pay all the ex- 
penses of his trig to Teheran. : 
The Harvard collection is catalogued ac- 
cording to date of supposed fall, although 
it is admitted’ that these dates arse often 
very uncertain. As the author of the cata- 
logue says, “the connection between the 
fireball, which attracted attention, and the 
meteorite subsequently found is often only 
assumed, and not established.'’ A meteor- 
ite, however, is more valuable if seen to 
fall.

FTER battling for years with the 
A powers that finally forced him to 
ruin, William 8. Jewett, once presi- 

dent of five national banks, is now at the 
age of 35 a United States prisoner in the 
Lawrence jail, within a stone's throw of 
the humble dwelling in which he was born. 

Young as he is, Jewett has played with 
banks as a child plays with marbles; has 
juggled them, left their treasuries empty 
and their patrons ruined. 

He was convicted two years ago for mis- 
appropriating the funds of the Lake Na- 
tional Bank at Wo!lfboro, N. H. He bought 
stock enough to elect himself president, 
voted to liquidate, elected himself liquidat- 
ing agent, sold the bank building, took the 
money, bonds and securities and went home 
to Lawrence. He literally stole the bank, 
building and all. 

Four years ago Jewett was arrested for 
the theft. He was tried two years later. 
Convicted, he was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to seven years in jail. His counsel 
took the case to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
The sentence was affirmed. Then 
a motion for a new trial was made. This 


was denied and Jewett was called in for 


sentence. It was imposed by Judge Brown 
of the United States Circuit Court in Bos- 
ton. 

Ten years ago Jewett was recognized as 
financiers in New 
His name was known to every 
He began life without 
a dollar. At 2 he was president of two 
banks. Two years lajer he was president 
of five, one of which he founded. He made 
it his business to buy and sell banks. F'- 


‘nancial institutions whose years far ex- 


ceeded his own were toys in his hands. 
Bank directors. were puppets whom he 
. m@ved to sult his convenience. 

Jewett's plan was to get control of bank 
stock, elect himself president, vote to lend 


*himself the bank's surplus on his personal 


note, force a failure and pocket the outfit. 
Banks with small capital stock, but having 
a big surplus, were his particular prey. 


' After securing all the finds in this way 


from one bank he would work the same 
game upon another. After a few deals he 
got to be feared by bank directors. They 
refused to let him secure an interest in any 
bank where it was possible to prevent him. 


- He was registered in the treasury depart- 


ment at Washington as a bank wrecker. 

Jewett took advantage of this widespread 
fear. He would secure a list of bank stock- 
holders, slip among them in a quiet way, 
buy their stock until he had enough to 
give him voting power, then swoop down 
upon the bank and threaten to take charge. 

Almost invariably the directors would 
. buy him off by paying a big bonus for his 
stock. 

Bankers everywhere admit that he was 
the most resourceful financier in the Unit- 
ed States. That he is at last behind prison 


“bars even now is a surprise to many bank- 


ers. It was thought that ,he would con- 
trive to escape Jail, notwithstanding his 
conviction, as he managed so well to delay 
the prosecution. 

Throughout the prosecution one man has 
been Jewett's most relentless accuser. He 
is Congressman William 8S. Knox of the 
Fifth Essex district. At one time Knox 
and Jewett were close friends. Knox suc- 
ceeded Jewett as president of the Arling- 
ton National Bank at Lawrence. The bank 
held thousands of dollars in Jewett's notes. 
Knox made an effort to collect and Incurred 
Jewett's hatred. The notes were never 
collected, but Jewett's downfall is directly 
traceable to this transaction. 

Jewett was born in Lawrence 35 years 
ago. His ability manifested itself when he 
was attending public school.. He could play 
marbies better than any of his companions. 
But he had no marbles. He offered other 
boys five marbles for every 20 they would 
loan him. In a short time he had nearly all 
the marbles in school, having secured them 
as loans. With this capital he visited other 
schools, and, playing a stiff game, soon 
acquired.a big surplus. 

Jewett was in a reminiscent mood on hia 
way from the courtroom in Boston to Law- 
rence and laughed ‘quietly as he related 
this little incident of -his schoolboy enter- 


At 3 Jewett was a clerk in a furniture | 
Store in Lawrence. He conceived the idea | 
of buying banks. He had his plans well | 
laid. He approached a-prominent man and | 
unfolded his scheme. It was a daring plot, 
but the possibilities were great. 

This man advariced the money to Jewett 
to buy stock in the Methuen National Bank. 
Jewett at once interviewed every small 
stockholder and acquired enough stock to, 
be a factor in the bank's affair. 

The directors took fright. They realized

His first field of dSperation was the Pem- 
b» rton National Bank, which he entered 
the same way as the Methuen Bank, going 
® far, however, as to become its president. 
Tiw Pemberton bank was an old one and 
had a big surplus. He wrecked it, and, ac- 
cording to all accounts, cleared for himself 
$160,000. 

‘While president of the Pemberton Bank, 
Jewett started the Arlington Nationa! 
Bank in the same city. This bank is now 

‘one of the most solvent institutions in the 
country. It was started by Jewett with 
$100,000. For directors he secured Congress- 
man Knox, Joshua Higgins and Franklin 

Butler. He made himself president. Jew- 
ett never put a dollar of his own moncy 
into the Arlington, but he was the most 
) ve agent of the institution. He quick- 

secured large deposits from the Law-

No sooner was Jewett out of. the Arling- 
ton than it was found that he had been 
quietly buying stock in five other banks. 
These were the Windsor National Bank of 
Vermont, the Edgartown National Bank of 
Vinevard Haven, the Essex National Bank 
of Haverhill, the Lake National Bank of 
Amesbury, Mass. In eé@very case he sue- 
ceeded in having himself made president. 
The Edgartown, Essex and -Amesbury 
banks were wrecked on the same iines as 
the Arlington Bank in Lawrence and each 
bought Jewett off at.a big. bonus. 
his Waterloo in Wo!fboro, N. H., 
wrecked the Lake National Bank. 
The wrecking looked like a gold mine 
for Jewett, but it proved a gold brick, for 
the surplus, although nominally large, rep- |

The warrant for Jewett's arrest was | 
sworn out on the complaint of Fredcrick 
L.. Leighton, cashier of the Arlington Bank, 
four years ago. On that Indictment Judge 
Brown in March, 1899, sentenced Jewett to 
seven years’ imprisonment and now he has 
reaffirmed that sentence. 

In Jewett’s palnmty days his check was 
g004 for $700,000. Today he is without money 
and his friends have left him:in his trouble. 
The only’ property that he represents is) 
the Sun-American, a morning and evening | 
newspaper published tn Lawrence. He in- | 
tends to edit these papers from the jail. 
He bought the newspaper plant from the | 
late Maj. Merrill, insurance commissioner | 
of Massachusetts, seven years ago. 

In the hope that Congressman Knox 
would intercede in his behalf in the Fed- | 
eral courts, Jewett has directed the force 


of his newspapers to help Knox's canvass |’ 


for Congress. 

But immediately after Knox was elected 
four years ago Jewett was indicted on 9% 
counts by the grandjury. After Knox's 
election two years ago Jewett's case was 
put in court and he was convicted. | 

Now that Jewett is in jail he may use his 
newspapers to betray the man that backed 
him in his schemes and it is rumored that 
many men in this city are passing sleepless 
nights.

MMENSE salt gardens have recently

Facts About Four-Footed Inhab« 
itants of the Forest’Set Forth 
for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch by an Eminent 
Naturalist.

NE of the commonest birds is the 
whippoorwill, yet, though constant- 
ly heard, he is rarely seen. This is 

because he goes abroad only in the hours 
of darkness and during daylight retires to 
some darkish place in the woods, where - 


sits and sleeps. 


He does not seek security ther by hia- 
ing, but squats upon a log. His plumage is 
mottled graw and brown, like old bark, yet 
this would not suffice to conceal him is he 
sat crosswise, as birds generally do, so he 
sits lengthwise and at once falls in the ap- 
pearance of a stub of a broken branch. 
He disguises himself as a “bump on a 
log."’ 

But some of his relatives in other parts 
of the world do even better. Down in the 
Antilles there is a goat sucker, as all of this 
family are called, though none really ~ 
the goats of their milk—which ts abr 
during the day, flitting from stump 
stump, for it chooses only to alight’ upo. 
dead stubs. The instant it thinks itseif 
observed it straightens up, stiffens every 
muscle and becomes to the eye merely & 
spike or splinter of Its perch. 

A large Australian relative, the “mores* 
pork,’’ does this trick so well and quickly 
that you may almost touch the bird with 
your cane in pointing it out to a friend, yet 
the chances are that he will be unable to 
see it—in fact, more than one person has 
placed his hand upon the “more-pork,” 
perched upon some fence, without suspect- 
ing that it was anything more than a knot. 

Both these birds maintain their rigid dis- 
gulses as long as any reason’for alarm re- 
mains and few lose their lives from hawks. 

An African member of the faniily is very 
conspicugus when it files about in tHe dusk 
by reason of a long, bright feather stream- 
ing from its wings, and it would be in con- 
stant peril of discovery and destruction 
when at rest during the day did it not 
hide these tell-tale plumes. So it rests in 
the grass and lifts its two long wing feath- 
ers strang up, where they nod and quiver 
among the heads of the grasses, with which 
they match so perfectly as never to be no- 
ticed. 

A fish whose name is out of memory at 
this moment, but doesn’t matter, has its 


fringes which give it a most shredded, dis- 
reputable appearance when out of water or 
swimming In a clear place, but [t never does 
swim naturally in a clear place, but dwells 
in the midst of floating seaweed, and so dis- 
guises itself as a part of the wavering veg- 
etation about it that its enemies srust 
search vefy carefully for it. 

It is with the same prudence that the 
slender and defenseless pipefish disguises 
himself as a sea plant, standing almost 
continuously on his head among the eel 
grass, where he becomes simply another 
blade in the little forest of the seashore. 

The bittern does the same thing when, 
fearing discovery, he stands with out- 
stretched neck and bill pointing straight 
toward the sky, as motionless as a statue 
as long as you keep quiet. He has taken 
advantage of his stripes imitating the up- 
right rushes and their shadows and so 
disguised himself as a bit of march, a 
if you walk slowly around him he will turn 
as if on a pivot and so make no alteration 
either in his attitude or-aspect.

ILLIAM C. JOHNSON of 433 Juni- 
etta street carries mail upon the 
shortest route tn the city of St. 

Louls, and John Stiften of S28 Bates ave- 
nue Gelivers mall upon the longest route 
In their way they are “the long man and 
the short man.”’ 

There are mall carriers tn St 
whom the moods of the weather have 
neither terrors nor foys. They do not oare 
if it enowks:; they will trudge through none 
of {t. They do not care tf the sun ts bright; 
they will see none of !t. 

Theirs ts wholly an tndoor work, for they 
deliver mall in the great office bulldings of 
St. Louls, where the day's maf! ts tn a ein- 
gie building greater than the day's maf in 
many a county of Missourt. 

Postman Johnson is one of these. His 
route is the Haquitable bullding.

NEGRO GIRLS LEARN AGRICULTURE AT T 


A Course Designed to Train Them for Practical Life Accompanies the 
Academic Course of Study. 


By ISABEL C, BARROWS, 


HE. pioneer in the movement to give 
T colored girls a systematic course of 
study in all kinds of agricultural 
work, with special reference to home life, 
is Booker T. Washington, president of the 
Tuskegee Institute for the Practical Edu- 
cation of Colored Young Men and Women 
at Tuskegee, Ala. 

Mr. Washington's ideas were confirmed 
by what he saw in England in the summer 
of 1899 and on his return to Tuskegee he 
opened this department. George W. Car- 
ver, the head of that class of work at 
the Institution, laid out a comprehensive 
course of study covering tfo years. 

The first girls relcted f were country 
born, but there was rébellion at the 
thought. They had not come to Tuskegce 
as “field hands.” They had enough of 
that at home. Their tears prevailed and 
they were allowed the delights of tailoring 
instead, poor thing®! 

City girls wene next selected, with bet- 
ter results, though the spirit of the place 
Was opposed to this innovation. Others 
s00n begged to he allowed to join the class 
and now a dozen strong, sensible, earnest 
young women are busy at work learning 
the mysteries of chicken life, the wonders 
of the busy hive and the delights of 
watching things grow. They are not yet 
fully awake to the advisability of a sim- 
ple, short, washable woolen dress in which 
to work and til they feel the need of that 
they will be at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with the boys. 

The course is divided into dairying, pou)- 
try raising, beekeeping, horticulture, flori- 
culture, market or kitchen gardening, live 
stock raising and landscape gardening. 

The instruction during the first year its 
very simple, but advances in detail and 

wincipal to the end of the course. The ob- 
ect is not to fit these girls to become ex- 

‘rt farmers, to manage large plantaions

breeders. It is rather that they may ap- 

ply the knowledge to their own homes. 

They will receive certificates in this kind

It is much simpler to write, however, than 
the Chinese words for the various pronouns, 

hich must be continual use in any lan- 
guage. Eight elaborate characters, for in- 
stance .are required to express “‘him,”’ while 
half that. number represent the transia- 
tion of the pronoun “I.” 

Among the shortest words and phrases 
in Chinese are, rather curiously, those 


which have to deal with the treatment of 
women,.as if they had become shortened 
by much usage.

And “to abuse a woman” ts expressed in 
similarly concise fashion., 


Expressions of tenderness may not be 
of as common use with the Chinese lord of 
the household.

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The Horned Dinosaur, an Interesting Ani- 
mal, Long Extinct and Yet Naturalists 
Know Just How He Was Built and 


' Are Setting 
Exhibition 


AN did not roam this round earth in 
M the upper cretaceous age. 

horned dinosaur which the Smith- 
sonian Institution is restoring at Washing- 
ton this fall was numerous in the land at 
that period it is very fortunate fér man 
that he came upon the stage in a subse- 
quent act. 

Fomthe horied dinosaur (dinosaur is the 
Greek for terrible lizard and the name on 
his door plate was Triceratops Prorus) was 
not only the largest freak of creation in the 
mezozoic period, bui was by nature armed 


cap-a-ple for the battles of his rude life, 


and was greatly fearedgby brutes with less 
strength and a less liberal equipment of 
long, sharp horns, It was not an uncommon 
thing for the species to grow 70 feet long 
and 11 feet high and have jaws measuring 
seven feet from his front gums back to his 
eye tecth. 

Catching mastodons was him what 
catching mice is to a half grown cat. 

With a single flirt of his great tail, which 
he carried swung free from the ground 
and poised like a policeman’s walking stick, 
he could have destroyed what Mr. Barnum 
would have considered a very complete 
menagerie. 3 

Biologists estimate that the dinosaur has 
been extinct not less than ten millions of 
years. It is impossible to impress any one 
with a proper realization of his ferocity 
and frightful habits when he has been so 
long dead. But he was indeed an animal 
preying upon all weaker animal life, even 
fattening himself upon the spoonbill dino- 
saur, a big fat cousin of his who wore a 
shovel upon his nose instead of a horn and 
Was easy game for his cannibalistic, carniv- 
orous relative. 

The horned dinosaur has never yet been 
found intact. Scientists have found a piece 
of him here and another piece there, and 
never yet a whole dinosaur just as he laid 
down to die. He has been too long dead, 
for the earth, like the sun, “do move.”’ 

The horned dinosaur was not a mammal. 
He was a lizard—the first of that great 
family in which are all the saurians of the 
water and the lizards of the land. He was 
the chameleon of his day, and if a man had 
inhabited the earth in that day the women, 
despite the great ferocity of the brute, 
would doubtless have worn horned dino- 
Saurs chained to the lapels of their jackets. 

The geologists of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution have found enough pieces of the

true. The big fellow, restored,:- wil be ex- 
hibited at the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo in 1901, and it will be the first 
opportunity the people of any country have 
had to see one of his kind. 

The horned dinosaur, like all the great 
beasts and birds of the paleozoic and 
mezozoic ages, liked the Great West. It is 
there the bones are most frequently found. 
Wyoming has been especially rich in these 
fossils, and the Bad Lands of Dakota have 
contributed some of the finest specimens 
the Smithsonian people have. These bones 
are so valued that the Smithsonian sends 
its own experts to the scene of discovery 
to remove the fossils, fearing to trust such 
treasures to the rough work of workmen 
who have not had experience in digging 
out bones. 

The dinosaur was hatched from eggs. The 
eggs were not less than three feet long, 
and the young, when born, measured as 
much as five feet in length. It is not known 
what caused the species to become cx- 
tinct, though destruction of the age by 
smaller gnawing animals, which were be- 
coming numerous when the dinosaur ruled 
the universe, is one of the most credited 
suggestions. 

Frederic A. Lucas is-in charge of the 
restoration of the horned dinosaur at the 
Smithsonian. The bones fro:n which he will 
fashion his specimen will be taken from the 
store rooms of the National Museum, and 
from these Mr. Lucas will get the exact 
proportions of the horned dinesaur. The 
particular form selected for restoration Is 
the Triceratops prorus, which, wher full 
grown, was 30 feet long and 11 feet high, 
with the huge horn and skull seven and 
one-half feet long. The papier mache ani- 
mal will be accompanied in the exhibition 
by paintings of dinosaurs by Charles R. 
Knight, the fossil artist. 

In the days when the dinosaur frequented 
the earth all animal life was &s much in 
a crude state of creation as was the earth 
itself in the azoic age, when it was destitute 
of all animal life. There was little differ- 
ence between the birds, the beasts and tha 
fishes. The HMne between birds and beasts, 
fishes and saurians, and reptiles and lizards 
had not then been drawn. Animal creation 
was in confusion. The horned dinosaur is 
an illustrations of this. He was a rhino-

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ceros at his head and a saurian at his tail, 
and he is equally the grandfather of the 
rhinoceros and the crocodile of this day. 
He was unwieldy, awkward and had the 
smallest brain ever given to any of the 
great animals of any age. He ‘was am- 
phibious, or, in the slang-science of this 
age, without enough sense ‘‘to come in out 
of the wet.”” But he was like all his neigh- 
bors, for the day of the lithe-limbed, soft- 


skinned and graceful-bodied animal had not 
yet come. They were all hideous to see, 
the birds and the beasts alike. They were 
rough, uncouth and unpolished. They 
fought like a lot of ward politicians. One 
form of the dinosaur is known as Tricera- 
tops horridus. As the ladies would say, he 
was “just horrid,”’ a huge, hideous hulk 
hustling around the new, ill-smelling earth, 
seeking whom he might devour. 


It is scientifically interesting to dig out 
the bones of these old monsters and set 
up their shapes in:papler mache. But to 
breatfe the breath of life into them again 
in this cultured age—the age of the horse’ 
show, the dog show. the registered hog. 
the sweet gazelle and the kind-eyed cow— 
would be even a greater crime against ihe 
beautiful than man has already perpetrated 
in his protection of the pug dog.

The Divergent Views ot 


Four Educators and a 


Physician, Who Has. Had Much Experience 
With Children, on a Topic of Vital 
Interest to Pupils and Parents. 


HERE are many hundreds of school 
i? children in the city of St. Louis who 
carry their books to their homes at 
night and study from one to two hours in 
the evening. 

Is this home work good for the pupil? 
Does it impair the mental and physical de- 
velopment? 

Many St. Louis parents believé there is 
too much home study in the schools. Some 
of these are convinced that the practice is 
harmful. The majority would like to know 
if itis harmful. The Sunday Post-Dispatch 
has investigated the subject. It has se- 
cured statements from men qualified to 
know how much home work is done by the 
school children of St. Louis, what are the 
effects of it, what is the need of it, and 
whether or not it should continue. 


By F. LOUIS SOLDAN, Super- 
intendent the Public Schools of St. 
Louis. 

HE question of home work for schovol 
Sf children is old as the public school 
system. in the public schools of 
St. Louis the pupils do considerable home 
work, though not permitted to do so dur- 
ing the first four years of school. After 
the fourth year we consider that the child 
ia sufficiently developed to undertake some 
study at home, and this work increases up 
to the High school classes, where home 
study is understood to be limited to two 
hours. 

1 do not believe there is any danger of 
harmful overstudy among school children; 
bre inclination is more to understudy, and 
it is to overcome this that we encourage 
some study at home. We believe that the 
boy or girl of from ten to sixteen years 
ought to be learning something of volun- 
tarily “doing things for himself. We con- 
sider that this will develop independence in 
the pup!!! and -~prepare the child -for the 


, serions things of life. 


J would be very quick to condemn any- 
tending toward harmful home work, 
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during the regular school hours I would 
not add any home work. But the children 
must make much of the few years In which 
they are receiving an education. They 
must be urged to do as much as they can. 
I do not believe there is any danger that 
teachers, will make the tasks harmfully 
heavy. I have not seen any indication of 
any such injury to pupils in St. Louis, and 
many of them are doing some of their work 
at home. 

The children of the public schools are in 
school five and one-half hours. In this 
time they are principally engaged in reci- 
tations. There is not a great deal of time 
for study and this had resulted in the work 
at home. I do not consider that this is 
injurious to the girls and boys. I rather 
think it helps them. It tra‘.« them In in- 
dustry and voluntary work while the 
teacher is not around, and nothing but 
g00d can come from this. |] like the home 
work. | like the way it trains young 
people to make the most of their early op- 
portunities to learn. Excess in the prac- 
thee would make it harmful, but I see no 
danger that any such excess will result 
from the little work carried home by the 
children of the public schools of St. Louis. 
Adding the hours of recitation with those 
of study, and it is but a short day. The 
young people will have much longer and 
harder days of work as they attain their 
growth, and they will be fortunate if in 
their school life, they were trained to pro- 
mote their own development when the 
teacher or superior was not watching.

In his 36 vears of digging at Bellefon- 
taine the old gravedigger has dug so many 
graves that if they were all one he would 
have completed a grave eleven and one- 
third miles deep. 

When a man has dug in the earth a 
eleven miles deep, he has a stiff, plodding 
gait, drooping’ shoulders,. unmilitary 
bearing and less strength than he had when 
he was 25. 

It is so with Patrick Cowhey. 
turned half the hill over up at 
taine in his day and he has almost 
himself out. He thinks he may last 
other ten years, but he is 55 now, and a 
gravedigger of. three-score and five and 
Cowhey'’s record behind him would be 
crowding the limits of human strength. 

There is no other person in St. Louis who 
has dug so many graves as Cowhey. THilis 
friends say there is not another such record 
as his in the West and they regard him 
with a pride.which Cowhey feels himslef.

MAKE KITES. 
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the Shapes Make Necessary.

LL the great gold fields of the worid 
A have produced a large yield of ro- 
mances, nearly all of which turn di- 
rectly or indirectly upon the queer and ac- 
cidental discoveries of gold nuggets. The 
romances are more plentiful than the nug- 
gets. Yet thousands upon thousands of 
nuggets ranging in value from $50 to thous- 
ands of dollars, and even up to more than 
$100,000, have been found from time to time. 
Thomas Jefferson Hurley, member of the 
American Institute of Mining engineers and 
of the American Geographical Society, has 
just published a little book which in a 
condensed form gives not only very valu- 
able statistics concerning the world’s gold 
production, past and present, but also the 
exact facts, so far as they could be ascer- 
tained, about nearly all of the great nug- 
get finding within the last century. Here 
are some of the romances he writes about. 


By THOMAS JEFFERSON HUR- 
LEY. 


HE largest nugget of which the world 
6 has any knowledge was found at Hill 
End, New South Wales, by Messrs. 
Byer and Haltman. It measured 4 feet 9 
inches in length, 3 feet 3 inches in width 
and averaged 4 inches in thickness. It sold 
for $148,000. At the time of finding it Messrs. 
Byer and Haltman had exhausted their 
capital and were practically living on char- 
ity. It is said that the discovery so un- 
nerved one of the partners that he was 
unfit for work or business for a long pe- 
riod. 

No part of the world has been so prolific 
in the yleld of nuggets as Victoria. Among 
the most valuable finds recorded is that of 
the Welcome Stranger, which occurred 
about a mile west of Dunnolly, on Feb, 15, 
1869. This world-famed nugget was found 
by two puddlers, John Deason and Richard 
Oates, on the extreme margin of the patch 
of auriferous alluvium, within two feet of 
the bedrock (sandstone), in a loose, grav- 
elly loam. It rested upon stiff, red clay 
and was barely covered with earth; in fact, 
it was in the rut made by the puddlers’ 
cart the treasure was noticed. It measured 
about 21 inches in length and 10 inches in 
thickness, and though mixed with quartz, 
the great body of the Welcome Stranger 
was in solid gold. 

Including the pieces given away to their 
friends by the finders the nugget yielded 
2280 ounces; equivalent to 2248 ounces of 
pure gold, its value at the Bank of En- 
gland being $47,670.

Having found the center of the trans- 
verse strut, fasten it securely to a point 
14 inches from the end of your axial strut 
by lashing it securely with twine. Take a 
piece of ordinary picture wire and fasten 
it to one end of the transverse strut; rest- 
ing that end upon some firm support, bow 
the strut so that thg depth of the arc at the 

hall measure one-tenth of its length, 
his case approximately seven inches. 
ten your wire to the other end. 

If the depth of the arc is less than one- 
tenth of thé length of the strut, the kite 
when finished will osciliate on its axial 
line, spilling the wind at each semi-oscil- 
lation. For kites built to fly in heavy 
winds the depth of the arc may be some- 
what greater than 10 per cent of the length 
of the bow strut. 


The same result may be accomplished by 
joining two sticks Yogether at the mid- 
rib, or axial strut, so that the three form 
a dihedral angle. This involves a great 
amount of work which is not compensated 
for by the results obtained. 

We are now ready to “guy’’ the frame, 
that is, to fasten the four ends of the frame 
with picture cord so that the two ends of 
the bow strut will be as nearly as possible 
exactly the same distance from the lower 
end of the axial strut, the same being true 
of the upper end, Notice I do not say that 
the ends of the bow strut must be “equi- 
distant” from the ends of the axial strut. 

Having accomplished this to our satisfac- 
tion, examine the frame carefully and see 
if both sides are bowed symmetrically.

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FZAGING OF BIG STATVE ON

ARL BAJOHR of 4055 Keokuk 
street, St. Louis, recently placed in 
position in Chicago the highest 
Statue in the country west of the Allegheny 
mountains. It adorns the tower of the 
Montgomery-Ward Building at Michigan 
and Madison street, near the Audi- 
on the lake front. 

This statue is called “‘Progress Lighting 
the Way for Commerce” and is the work of 
T. Massey Rhind, a New York s sculptor. It 
it 2544 feet in height and weighs 2200 pounds, 

The ficure is that of a woman of heroic 
size, Aloft she holds a torch in her right 
hand. In her left hand she bears: the 
winged wand of Mercury, the fleetest of 
the gods. She stands on a gilded ball two 
feet in diameter. 

From the top of the torch to the level of 
the street is 393% feet. 

Washington's monument, the highest ar- 
tificial structure in the United States, is 555 
feet. high. 

To place the Chicago statue in position 
required six hours of unremitting labor on 
the age of a large force of men. 

The great weight of the figure—more than 
a ton—made the greatest care imperative. 

The statue was conveyed to the floor of 
the tower which rises to a height of 178 
feet from the ground, eommencing at the 
thirteenth story. - 

By means of a series of heavy block and 
tackle the figure was elevated to that 
height. Then came the further and greater 
task of raising it to the tower on the twen- 
ty-eighth story, 268 feet from the street 
level. This was done by means of an tin- 
mense windlass, with wire ropes fastened 
securely around the arms and body and 
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with guide ropes to prevent the great bur- 
den from scraping against the sides of the 
building. 

On top of this second tower was erected a 
gigantic platform and upon this rested the 
statue while the final work of placing am in 
position was performed.

EMIR OF AFGHANISTAN 
HAS WRITTEN HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 
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The Most Remarkable Ruler in the World, 
Who Rides a Bicyele in His Oriental 
Home, Reveals the Seerets 
of His Inner Life. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.

HB most remarkable ruler in the 
: world has turned author. 

The Emir of Afghanistan, Abdur 
Rahman Khan, has now in press with John 
Murray, the great London publisher, his 
autobiography. 

If fully told it should be stranger than 
any romance ever printed. 

It should tell the story of an eastern mon- 
arch who waded through blood to his 
yet who has 
set his face toward modern progress; who 
strikes terror to his frisky subjects by al- 
most unimaginable tortures, yet interests 


himself in schools and factories: whose 


_ lightest word may mean death by impale- 
. ment, yet in whose hands European trav- 
_ @lers are safer than in St. Louis’ Tender- 


loin. 
Withal it is the life story of a great 
war lord who holds the balance of power 


_ between the two mightiest nations of earth 


and whose nod might plunge Asia in the 
greatest war of the century. 
As Abdur Rahman himself says in his 


. book, his country is “a goat at which a 
‘lion (British India) from one side and a 


terrible bear (Russia) from the other side 
are staring, ready to swallow at the first 
opportunity.”’ 

You will note that the Emir doesn't 
eall himself a sheep or a lamb. He has 
horns that can fight. 

As he 2ays, in a possible excuse for oil- 
ing people and setting ther on fire when 
they misbehave, “it takes a lion to rule 
over wolves.” 

Once a beggar asked alms of the Khan. 

“Did you ever work?’ asked the ruler. 

“Never, O Khan!”’ 

“Then we can do without you,” the Khan 
reasoned. Whereupon he ordered the man 
to be hanged. 

Once & man was sentenced to have his 
ears cut off. The chief secretary happened 
to be the culprit's friend. 

“T'll do the job myself if it may be in your 
presence, O Khan,” said the secretary. 

“I've never done this thing before,” said 
the secretary, flourishing his knife. ‘‘Wiil 
the Presence deign to show me about where 
to cut?” 

The Khan, wise in such matters, did so, 
whereupon the secretary dropped the knife 
and quoted a passage in the Koran saying 
that anything touched by the almighty’s 
vice-regent on earth was sacred. So the 
ears wero saved. 

The Khan rides a bicycle and wears false 
teeth. Sometimes in council he wil! absent-

And he set soldiers under the tree with 
bayonets fixed and pointing upward; the 
guard was relieved from time to time. The 
young man hung in the branches until 
“sleep the knots of his hands untied,”’ when 
he fell on the bayonets anc was killed. 

It was some time after that before any 
one warned the Emir of anything. 

A more cheerful anecdote: 

Once when, says the Emir himself, ‘‘the 
band was playing I noticed a man beating 
time to the music with his foot. I knew he 
must be a European, as Astatics are not in 
the habit of doing this. 


Later, when the man came to my durbar, 
I charged him with being a Feringhee, 
which he denied. However, I did not press 
the matter, being afraid that !f suspicions 
had been aroused his life might not have 
been safe. 

The man was Arminius Vambery, so skil- 
fully disguised as to deceive all but the 
Sherlock Holmes Emir. 

in his day the Emir was a man of pow- 
erful frame, though now somewhat 
shrunken. 

Iie is the nephew of Shere Ali Khan, 
former Emir, and in the civil war of 1864 
won several battles against him. 

Never did he forgive Shere Ali for hav- 
ing ousted his father, Mohammed Afzul, 
from the throne—or rather, since this was 
fair play in the east, for having broken 
his Koran oath to entrap Afzul and cast 
him into prison. He was made governor of 
Balkh, but fn 1868, after his father's death, 
was defeated and driven out of the country 
by his cousin, Yakoub Khan, Shere Ali’s 
son. He fled to America when Con Kauf- 
man gave him a pension of 25,000 roubles 
and let him live in Samarkand. In 1879 he 
invaded Afghanistan and was in the fol- 
lowing year made ruler and recognized by 
the British government. 


The twenty years of Abdur Rahman's 
rule since then have been .the golden age 
of Afghanistan. He gets a subsidy of $800,- 
WO from Great Britain every year, with 
gifts of cannon, rifles and ammunition, 
that he may make the better fight against 
Russia if it is ever necessary. 


The Emir has established in Cabul one 
of the. greatest factories in the world. 
There he manufactures no? only rifies of 
the best type, cannon, ammunition, saddles, 
bridles, but even clothing and machinery. 


The factory is managed by an Englishman, 
Sir Salters Pyne. 


Every Afghan is a soldier: a hardy, skin- 
clad veteran, inured to cold, a moupbtain- 
eer by instinct, difficult to rule but terri- 
ble in action, as hardy as the Boer, but not 
£0 g00d a shot. These are the men of whom 
the Emir says: “We carinot rein wild 
horses with silken braids.’ 

The Emir is a terrible ruler—so terrible 
that his own governor of Herat, a brave 
soldier, Was on one occeafion unable to 
open a letter from him on account of the 
trembling of his hgnds; yet he writes of 
himself as if he were a rather genial per- 
son, who was never harsh except toward 
an insincere appearance of friendship for 
himself.

I cannot see what is in their 
heart, but I am very pleased if they really 
mean it; but as I generally see that they 
eat far more of our Afghan cookery than 
of the European dishes I think it is clear 
that they speak the truth, because no man 
would eat very much of anything that he 
disliked just to pay a compliment.” 

The family life of an absolute despot is 
here described: 

“My sons, who work hard all day long, 
generally spend the evenings in their ha- 
rems with their wives and children. In the 
early days of my reign I used to pay visits 
to my harm about twice a week, but as ! 
grew more and more preoccupied with af 
fairs of business and state these visiis 
were cut down to one or two a month; 
by now my time is so full that I only pay 
two or three visits in the year to my wives 
and family. The rest of the year I occupy 
the same: rooms in which I work, both day 
and night. My wives, however, come and 
pay regular visits to me ten®or fwelve 
times in the year for a few hours at a time. 
God has created me for his service to care 
for thé nation he has intrusted to my care 
and not to spend my time in personal en- 
jJoyments and self-indulgence.

This is the achievement of the long-dis- 
tance telephone. Four years ago the Bell 
Telephone Co. and its confederated com- 
panies made some use of the long-distance 
telephone in making election announce- 

. 
ments, but it was not until last week that 
the telephone companies, with wires enough 
to encircle the globe and an army of opera- 
tors, made an organized endeavor to give 


| the people the result of the voting ahead 


of the returns of the telegraph lines. 

It was a great race, this between the tele- 
graph and the telephone from the voting 
booth to the popular ear. The telegraph 
was long in service, thorough in discipline 
and unsurpassed in its ramifications. Its 
success was assured, but it was necessar- 
fly slow, for each word and figure must 
needs have been carefully ticked off and 
each message relayed again and again be- 
fore there could be any positive knowledge 
of.the result. 

The telephone was new and practically 
untried, and the result of its race with the 
telegraph was problematical. 

They were two great armies lining up in 
battle array when the polls closed Tues- 
day. night. The soldiers of the telegraph 
were more numerous than those of the telc- 
phone and had a larger territory to cover, 
but the telephone had its forces placed with 
a promising caution. In the great cities 
and the populous doubtful states the tele- 
phone threw its heaviest regiments, reserv- 
ing the weaker force for the places less 
important and more remote.
